leaf sprinkled with ground nuta may 
be 8««rvpd with any salad. But with 
lohstnr, Klirhn;i or fleh salad, "bru 
nettea ' arc the proper caper; they are 
made from the white bread and butter 
sandwiches filled with Neafohatel 
and minoed eraaa. Mottoa aoadwtebei 
are Uked with vatatabto salads. They 
are saasonad with harta, aa mlat. pep 
per grass, celery, aak, Oairy and 
minced picklea. 

For potato salad ^ prepare cheese 
straws, or spread graham bread with 
a mixture of snappy cheese and the 
hard boiled yolk of eggs and seasoning 
The home-made cheese straws are far 
better than tho made onoa, that are 
aold in eartona, aad win keep aa well; 
they may be raHatad Jaat before us- 
ing. 

Miss Orau'i's ricljic for rhees'' 
straws: Thpso are 5>ar'!cu!arly nlfv*. 
and. If cut evenly, look dainty. Orate 
three tablespoonfula of dry, highly sea- 
aoned cheese, to it put one-half pint of 
sifted floor aeaadned with salt ahd pap- 
rika; r«b tofether with a tablaapoon 
of battor aad oold water as for pastry. 
Tom onta the floored haklns *^r4 and 
roll out thin. Cut half the paste Into 
straws and the rest into rings Bake 
until yellow and crisp In a moderate 
oven and serve with the straws laid 
In the rings. 

Rich and elaborate salada are served 
aa a eoaraa by thanwahraa, bat when 
a salad la to aoeoapoay a BMat ooorae, 
it shonld be simple la eharaotm and 
aerved on Indlvidaal salad platea.

Almond Tarts. 
Tor taru make aheUa of rich puC 
paste or get patties, niling for one 

doeen tarU: Put three tablespoonfuls 
of almond paste in a double boiler with 
a little milk to dissolve; add half a 
pint of rlrh nillk and lumps of butter 
When it boils add the beaten yolks of 
two PKKs mixed with three table- 
spoonfuls of sugar anil two of flour; 
let boil till thick; when cool, add tU- 
te«n cents worth of ground alBionda 
and a few drops of almond extraet; 
fill shells. Whip the whites ef the 
two eggs stitr, add two tablespoonfuls 
of sugar, spread top and aides of tarta, 
sprinkle with powdered sugar 
In oven till a light brown. 



Rice Prune Pudding. 
To one nil) <>f rice add one quart of 
water and boll slowly for about an 
hour, or until rice is nice and tender; 
add one-half teaspoonful of salt and 
one-half cup sugar, also the Juice in 
which one pound of prunes haa been 
prcvioisly stewed: from the pound of 
stewed prunes remove the piu (two 
silver forks do this nicely): dry balf 
the pits, crack them and chop ttu 
meats; mix the prunes and meats 
with the rice. This is nice eaten 
either hot oi rold with a little sugar 
and cream or milk. 



Potato Croquettes. 
Take HUlllotent inashed r»olatoeB. 
sail and pepper to tuHte; and. if liked, 
a viry Ilitir nilm rd pMibky, and 
brciid 1 tutnhs. Hoil and mash the po- 
tatoes; add a seasoning of pepper and 
salt, .'ind a little minced parsley may 
be added, or not. Roll the potatoes 
into small hfllla. oorer them with egg 
and bread c rumba, and fry in hot oil 
or drippings nntll light brown; let 
them drain before the flre, dlah them 
on a napUn. and serve. 



Potato a la Lyonm 
Cut parboiled potatoes into dice. 
Chop an onion and fry it with a little 
minced parsley In good drippings or 
butter for one minute. Then put In 
the poutoes. Stir briskly until they 
have fried slowly for five minutes. 
Tlioy must never stick to the bottom 
nor brown. Sprinkle with pepper and 
salt, drain free of fat by shakinig 
them In a heated eelaader and serve 
hot
